the Improvement of the Irish Fisheries, and Prtamblt. 
more especially the White Herring Fishery, is an object of 
ithe most essential importance to the wealth and commercial prosperity, 
as well as to the naval strength of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland ; for the attainment of which it is expedient, that 
more effectual Regulations should be made, -in order to the insuring 
a due and proper attention to the curing, sorting and packing of such 
Herrings and Fish, and that the credit of the Fisheries of the 
United Kingdom, in our Colonies and in Foreign Parts, may be 
maintained ; 

■Be it therefore HEnacteD by The KING’S Most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled,

and whereas it is reasonable that a Compensation should be made 
or the duties paid on Foreign or British Salt consumed in the curing 
and repacking Fish intended for exportation ; BE it therefore Enacted, 
Ihat upon the exportation of any Herrings, or other Fish caught in 
the Irish Fisheries, either in the deep sea Fishery, or m the lochs or 
bays or on the coasts of Ireland, a drawback in the usual way shall 
be allowed of the duties which have been paid on Portugal, Spanish,

the Isle of Man, unless in case of actual distress, such master or other 
person having charge of the said vessel, shall forfeit treble the value of 
such Fish so relanded, and every seaman or other person who shall 
assist in relanding the same, shall forfeit the sum of Ten pounds. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for any number Corn—™- 
of the Commissioners of Customs and Port-duties in Ireland, not less 
than three to meet together from time to time, and to act as Commis- - r ,Y„: thr Ipfe 
sioners specially for overseeing, directing, and better improving the 
to Irish Fisheries, with power to them or any three of them, to execute or 
cause to be executed, the provisions of this Act in the manner herein 
mentioned ; provided always, that no person shall act as a Commis- 
sioner under the authority of this Act, who shall be concerned directly 
or indirectly in the said Fisheries or any of them. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Com- Mcajrf th. 
missioriers of Customs, or any three of them so acting as Commissioners t* 
for the said Fisheries, to employ any secretary, clerks or officers in 
the service of the said Commissioners of Customs, m and about the 
execution of any of the provisions of this Act; and that ail officers 
of the said Commissioners of Customs shall have the like powers ,and 
authorities for the execution of this Act, as they have for the exe- 
cution of any Act or Acts relating to the revenue of customs and port

And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, upon the application of the faid 
Commissioners for the Irish Fisheries, to appoint a commissioned 
officerin His Majesty’s navy as Superintendent of the Fishery described 
in this Act as the Deep Sea Fishery, for the purpose of causing the 
same to be carried on according to the regulations of this Act, and 
also as Well for preserving order among the persons employed therein, 
as for protecting them and their vessels against enemies; and also, 
upon the application of the said Commissioners for the Irish Fisheries, 
from time to time to appoint a commissioned officer of His Majesty’s 
navy as Superintendent of the Irish Fishery carried on in the Lochs 
and Bays and upon the Coasts of Ireland, not in the deep sea, for the 
purpose of preserving order among the fishermen and other persons 
engaged in the said Fishery in the said lochs and bays and on the 
coast as aforesaid ; and that the person so to be appointed Super- 
intendent of the Deep Sea Fishery, shall annually proceed, in a proper 
vessel or vessels of sufficient force to be provided for that purpose, to

of Ireland as the said Commissioners for the Irish Fisheries shall direct, 
there to preserve order among the persons -employed in the Irish 
Fishery carried 6n on the coasts and in the bays of Ireland ; and the 
said officer shall have and exercise the like powers as are hereby 
given to any superintendent to be specially appointed for the loch,
